The fame Day, be- 
ore his Departure, his Electoral Highnefs conferr'd 
he Office of General of Artillery of this Country 
ia the Prince de Chimai Knight of the golden 
Biecce, The Army of the 2 Crowns commanded 
by his Electoral Highnefs and the Marfhal de Vil- 
soy, being advanc’d near the Enemy, who had 
éceiv'd the Reinforcement of Troops they expected, 
there was a fharp Encounter on Sunday about Noon 
neat Tirlemont , in which much Blood was fhed on 
both fides ; after which our Army retir’d towards 
Louvain, and yefterday a great Number of Officers 
and Soldiers that were wounded in this Action were 
brought hither. 

The printed Bruffels Gazette that came by this 
Pot has a written Poft{cript, which we fuppofe to 
beadded by that Gazetteer : "Tisas follows. 

‘This Encounter was fo fharp, and {0 favou- 
‘rable to My Lord Marlborough, that he has 
‘won all our Country in one Day : He enters this 
‘Place to morrow, and the other Towns will cer- 
‘tainly follow the Example of this. "Tis the grea- 
‘teft Victory that has been gain’d in our Age, the 
‘Particulars will be incerted in our next Gazette. 
‘'Tis better to call this a bloody Bartel, than to 
‘ difguife ic with the Name of an Encounter.

Tirlemont, May 25. On Saturday laft in the Even- 
ing the Elector of Bavaria arriv’d in the Army near 
this Place 3 and being inform’d the Allies were mo- 
Ving this Way, and that their Troops were already 
advanc’d near to Landen, he decamp’d very early on 
Sunday Morning, and march’d towards Warrem to 
take Poffeffion of that Poft, which is a very advanta- 
gious one ; bur being arriv’d thereabouts, he faw 
the Allies advancing againft him in Order of Battle. 
About 11 a Clock the Armies began to cannonade 
tach other, and tilt 2 a Clock in the Afternoon the 
Fight was regular and the Advantage equal on both 
Sides, but from 2 to 4 Victory inclin’d to the Allies ; 
fothat at length the Army of the 2 Crowns was 
forc'd to draw off, becaufe the Allies had receiv'd a 
Reinforcement of fome frefh Englith Troops, and 
retire towards Louvain, leaving behind them fome 
Cannén, Baggage, &c. The Duke of Marlborough 
has, palsd the Dyle berween Louvain and Wavre, 
and is marching towards Bruffels. A great Num-

Ghent, May, 26. We are in the greateft Surprize 
here at the fatal Battle fought on Sunday laff. 
Order is fent to Oftend, Bruges, Newport, and o- 
ther Places, for the greateft Parc of the Garrifons to 
march hicherward forthwith, To Day at Noon the 
Elector of Cologne, with a flender Retinue, pafs'd 
through this Place for Lifle. We have Intelligence 
that the Elector of Bavaria is retiring this Way wich 
the Army, he willencamp to Day near aloft on the 
Dender, and to morrow early come in Perfon into 
this Town. reported the Ener appear refoly’d 
to come into Fianders. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 29. 

Ghent, May 26. The Defeat of the Army of the 
2 Crowns on Sunday laft, has caus’d a mighty Con- 
fternation among our Inhabitants. All this Day, 
Men wounded in that Battle have been continually 
brought in hither ; among them Collonels, Captains, 
and inferior Officers, whofe Number is fo great, that 
we are forc’d to lodg’d them in the Burghers Houfes. 


» Likewife Baggage Waggons from the Army, have 


come in continually all this Day, and pafs'd through 
towards Bruges and Deynfe. This Morning at 3 a 
Clock the Allies took Poffeffion of Bruffels, upon 
Capitulation ; all the principal Perfons of the Court 
of Bruffels, and the Councellors of the Royal Goun- 
cil, are retir’'d out of that Town. This Morning 
the Elector of Cologne’s Baggage and Servants 
came hither, and at 11 a Clock he himfelf pafs'd 
through in his Way to Lifle. The Blector of Bava- 
ria is expected here to Night, his Baggage and Re- 
tinue being already come this Afternoon. P. S$. A 
Rumour is juft now fpread, that the Allies are ad- 
vanc’d to this Side of Bruffels, and defign us a Vifir: 
Our Cannon is placing on the Wails; but the 
Tow/fifmen are not at all difpos’d to defend the Place, 
and had rather fee the Confederates bere than the 
French. Yefterday a Party of 600 Dutch appear'd 
onthe Canal of Bruges ; and ‘tis talk’d 12000 of 
them are in Motion towards the Fort of St. Dona ; 
fo that the whole Country is in Alarm, and our 
Gates are hardly wide enough to receive the frigh- 
ten’d Peafants that fly hither.

Mechlen, May 26, at 7 in the Morning, Yefterday 
Morning the Duke of Marlborough took poffeifion 
of Louvain. Laft Night the Army of the 2 Crowns, 
having drawn together at Vilvoord, march’d towards 
Ghent. Our Town Council went from hence laft 


‘Night ; and the Hofpiral is fent to Flanders, 


A great many Cannon, Pontons, and other ftores of 
War, were fent laft Night from hence to Antwerp 5 
and were follow’d an Hour ago by our Garriion.

P. S. Advice is juft come, 
that a Detachment of the Army of the Allies is 
on the march hither.

Paris, May 24. An Exprefs from Moor has 
brought an Accounr, that at length the Fic fave 
devecmin’d

that Place a Garrifon of 3000 Militia, with the Re- 
piment of the Afturias. "Tis reported the Place is 
ziio weil fortified, and in a Condition to make a 
long Defence. In the mean time the Duke of Ber- 
wick who has already been joyn’a by the foremoft 
Troons of the Succours which the Queen of Spain 
caus’d tc march to him from Madrid, is marching 
afcer the Enemy, and hopes to get thither before 
them. Above $00 Kuigits of O:ders 
ave made their Appearance, to ferve in Arms pur- 
fs int to the of thole Orders. The City of 
Toledo bas promis’d to furnifh 2000 Men 5 that of 
Seville tooo, and the Provinte of Guipafcoa have 
order'd their .Milicia to take the Field. As for the 
Sicge of Barcelona, the particulars rejated of it are 
{o various, teat we know not how to give them. 
The Letters from Montpelier that give an Account 
of the Return of all che Barks that were furniih'd 
by the Provinces of Provence and Languedoc, into 
the Ports of thofe Provinces, affure us the Mafters 
of thole Barks reporc, Thac the Night between the
